3. You lay (to as little purpoſe) that the baptized may be 
under one drop as vvell as under a Tunne; 10 tic may be un- 
der a Tunne as vvcll as one drop, and vve are daily under 
more in the Cloudes : but vvhat vvould you interre there- 
on > That a man may be buricd and plunged , or drowned 
vvich one drop, or by being under one drop, as vvell as by be- 
ing under a Tunne ? He may indecd be as drie undcr a Tunne 
28 under one drop, ſo the Veſlcll lcake not: in the tfente 
you menrtioacd laſt of the Chules being under the Miniſters 
handfull of vvater , bur nor fo foone buried or plunged vvith 
one drop as vvith a Tunne of vvater ; and it the Sextone at- 
forded bur one graine of carth upon each body that vvere to 
be buricd, I believe each Noſtril vvould ſoon complain there 
Vycre not luthcient: 
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But 4. you as deſperately attempt to clear this by the Con- 
ference of Jeſus Chriſt with Peter about the waſhing of his 
Feet, Jo, 13.8.Rcadonto the ro. verſe. He that is Waſhed 
(faith he) or he that is already B-ptrzed, needeth rot ſave to 
cleanſe or waſh bis ſeete, &c: This ſhewes (lay you, from the 
$, verle inſtancing , iz me tor withme, as almoſt 1n all the 
Scriptures you quote , you miſtake ſomewhat ) this ſhewes 
that waſhing was ſacramentall. If you mean it 15 a Sacrament, 
why do you not fo prafiiſe zt 2 It it be the Sacrament of Bap- 
tiſme , why do nor your {121 #ers waſh the feet of Infants 
as Chriſt did his Diſciples , rather then ſprizle rhe face onely, 
which Chr:{t ever did? 

When you have ſpoken your laſt , you come with 
2. OBIECTIONS for plunging, from A& 8. 28, Mat. 
3+ 6, & Rom. 6. 4. Tothe firſt you anſwer , that every Pet or 
Kzyer in thote hot Countries were ot alwayes £rim-full of was 
ter,Be it ſo,Theretore every P7t (which you make a Syz0ayma 
tO a River ) Was not rar : bur the chiet River Fordanand 
#.1on, becauſe there was much water. You ſay they might 
go into the P:t, and not go into the water.. The Lord deliver 
us from the P:zt wherc there 15 no water (Fer. 29.6. Zach, g. 
I I.) but the Text an{wers your Cavel, (it you would at all 
heed what the word faith ) that in the Baptilme of Jeſus and 
the Eunuch , where the manzer of Baptiz1ng 1s particularly 
mentioned, chey went both down 1nto the water , and they came 
#p out of the water, not into the Pit, and out of the Pit, Mark 
I.9.T0. At8.39. 

To the 2. you affirme, that the Greek word (which I ſuppoſe 
you can neither write nor read, which 1s z71it or bunlitu 
in the /zfizetzTe ) doth fignifie as well ro Syrx Tnx1s as to 
Pruncs, whereas all the Schollers in Ewrope cannor finde it 
{0 uſed in any Greek Author , nor orhers ; but of late ſome 
Latine Authors ( from the wo have raſhly printed 
what you here affirme. VVhich if it ſhould be granted, 2nd 
your Teſtament ſo interpreted , heare a little your own Ab- 
{urditics. ſat. 3- I» 11: thoſe dayes came John the Spx1Nx1 88, 
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reaching iz the Wildernes of Jordan. Then went out to him 
Jeruſalem and all Judea, and all the Region roand about Jordan, 
and were SeriNxLED of him 14 Jordan the River, Mark 1.5, 
obn 3.22. After theſe things came |eſus and his Diſcaples 1n- 
t0 the Land of ] waea', and there he tarried with them , and 
SpgilokieD, terſe 23. And John alſo was SpxTnxLING 7 
Anon, Bac auss there was Mucn Ware there, and they came 
and were Spx INKLEDs | 
Mark 1.19. Andit came to paſſe in thoſe dayes , that Jeſus 
came from Nazareth of Galilee , and was SpxIN«LeD of Johr 
( ®*) 7nto Jordan. verſe 10. And ſiraightway coming up ut of 
the water, &c. AA $8.30, And they went down toth 1480 the 
waters torh Philip and the Eunuch , and be Syxlnxiep bim, 
verſe 39. And when they came out of the Water , the Spirit 
caught away Philip. So Gal. 3.27. As many as have teen 
SprxINKLED 7480 Chriſt have pur 03 Chriſt , aud Col. 2. 12. 
Bvx1lty with bim in SprINKLING 3 whereinalſo ye are riſcn 
with him : Burt I 2onſeſſe, this ſorr of bettering the Tranta- 


' t10n, I ſhall nor like in my Buble. 


Yet not content with all theſe Abſurdities , you ſay you 
might adde more of plunging in water , and danger of lrves, 
and you condemn men of murther for having plunged in win- 
ter , ye: name none that WETE murthered , nor executed for - 
thar murther , nor 15 there any proof ſave yoz onn Authens 
tick Imagination. 

To avoid the hardſhip of Winter , the Common-prayer-Bock 
will tell you in the preamble,thar Eaſter and #hitſuntide were 
therefore appointed by the Ancients for fit times ofBapritme, 
And the W1zter-Baptizing of Children in Wales , will ſuffict- 
ently teſtifie that you foift in your own untruths, by the 
ſrength of your own diſtraſted Imagination, 

In anſwer tothe 3 Objefion fromRom.6.4.you would take a 
great advantage, becauſe there is 20 mention of water, and will 
make it a drie Baptiſme. VVhen you bid your man waſh our 
Cup,or Glaſſe,unles you bid him do zt with water doth it ſignifi 
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nothing? But let him that is diligent read the Texts, Koys, 6. 4, Col. ;' 
12, 1 Coy-1.8. and fatisfie themſelves. | 

To as little purpoſe do you bring in all the other places of Scripture; 
and therefore I ſhall crouble my ſelf no furrher in the particulars of 
them. Nor doI interd further co be at ( harges of printing a ſatisfai. 
on to every one that Scribles, after having ſpent and loſt ſo much for the 
publick, and repayed with ſo much injuſtice and ingr2titude.” Nor 
will I meddle at preſent wich the lawfulineſle or unlawtulneſle of your 
Miniſtry , which you bring in by head and ſhoulders, 

Therefore you may well perceive by my patience in anſwering your 
weak Arguments, and by my waving all your words of provocation and 
cenſure, as of Pride, like Tyr«s, Dueftions of ſtrife, fanglings,that I know 
wothing (P.2. ) Popiſh Pilgrimage, (Þ.4,) to «bide in the Aﬀe or With the 
Aſſe. (P.8.) and hi; invention wha was a murihever, (P.7.) eAnabaptiſts, 
(P.6.) mad and drank, P.3.) Dippers plungedin a Sea of Abſurdities (in 
the Title. ) Renouncing of Baptiſme , acnying of God, Devills, Heaven, 
Hell, Grace, Glery, avd the like ; that 1 am not al ogether fo proud as 
you cenſured me, but that I deſire in meekneſs and lowlinefſe of Spirit 
£0 win you and all of ycur opinien (not to mine, but) to the truths of 
God, which the Lord grant through e/#s Chriſt, Amen.
